Algernon alive on the stage. Directed by Mrs. KC Grei- 
senbeck and Mrs. Linda Ruebling, Flowers For Algernon 
fol lows the 1 ife of mental ly handicapped Charlie Gordon, 
played by Aaron Eechaute - Lopez. Charlie Gordon is the 
subject of an experimental procedure that will increase 
his intelligence; however, this newfound intelligence 
is fleeting as we watch Charlie slowly regress back to 
his prior mental state. This was Aaron’s first and final 
lead at MHS, which has had a lasting impact. '"Flowers 
for Algernon was the greatest experience of my life. 
Having to portray a mentally handicapped person’s 
struggles in life was very challenging and rewarding...
